and bequeath to Bishop William Taylor 
$8500 to be used in, African missionary 
work. His receipt for tbe same shall be a 
guarantee of his acceptance of the trust 
and my executor is authorized to accept It 
as such. Tbe payment of that sum shall 
be made to Bishop Taylor as noon after 
my decease as possible." James C. Beaty 
is tbe executor of the will. Suit is now 
pending to annul tbe will and restore all 
of tbe property to the husband. Consid- 
erable evidence bas been taken by Mastor- 
in-Chancery J. J. Finn, who will submit 
bis report to Judge Vail in the oirouit 
court. 
Tbe attorneys for Mr. MoCarty 


are Outten & Roby. Another section of 
tbe will states that tbe husband, Elijah 
S. MoCarty, shall have a life interest in 
tbe estate that is left, and closes by saying 
thnt she believes the disposition made of 
the property is all "in accordance with 
God's will " 


In tbe declaration filed by Mr. Mo- 


Carty's attorneys it is set up that tbe will 
bequeaths the property to Wlliam Taylor, 
but Joseph C. Hartzell is now bishop in 
Africa for the Methodist church.

Jn iddltlon to this it would 
take out of competition In producing corn 
ani' other cereals millions of acres of land 
by diverting It to tho production of tbe 
stigiir beet so that whllo wo were Increas 
ing tho demand for labor and enlarging 
tho farmer's homo market wo would bo 
rednulug tho number of acres now pro 
diiclng broad stuffs of which wo now pro 
iluco more than wo consume. 


Thus wo sea that tbo boot sugar Indus- 


t'y would not only bonedt tho American 
farmer but would bonotlt American labor 
In tho an mo proportion while in oonneo 
clou with this wo would keep tbe money 
at home and In circulation that we DOW 
send abroad for sugar. This Is a great 
possibility and Is worthy the best efforts 
of our statesmen. Ibo free trader Is a 
creature of theories but bis theories would 
never hiiyo developed this country and 
whon applied now brings ruin and de- 
pression to tho bunuiess built up by pro 
tootlon so that It Is not at all strange tbnt 
bo opposed the American suitor bounty

questions bo is always wrong—always 
un-Amorloun and bli objections should 
not bo considered 


Tbo country eroded tbo tin Indu'try to 


glvo employment to our own pooplo and 
to stop sending our own good cash to 
Kngland for our tin plato. It needs tbe 
boot sugar industry Just as bad and It Is 
well that the new tariff bill makes ample 
provision for tho encouragement of that 
industry. 


A Good Suggestion.

The patient did 
not take it according to directions because 
he had always been doctored by a homeo 
patbist and did not like tbo kind of medi- 
cine left by tbe county doctor. Sam Sta 
bier, deputy sheriff, and Eugene Cusslns, 
nlsj testified as to tbe sickness of tbo man 
and tbe jury returned n verdict tbat be 
came to his death by natural causes 


Tbe borne of tbe deceased was at Ar 


lington Heights, a suburb of Chicago 
J L Fonda telegraphed from tbat place 
yesterday tbat tbe body of Mitchell should

In Illinois It is hold that a common car- 


rloi Is not liable for a loss of baggage oc- 
casioned by nn unforeseen and unprece- 
dented flood, though tbo flood would not 
have been encountered bnt for the car- 
rier's delay. 


In Georgia It is ruled that a railroad 


ticket entitling a designated! Person to a 
stated number of single continuous trips, 
for each of which a separate coupon is at- 
tached, "between" two specified stations, 
and stipulating that "passage shall be 
taken only on such trains as stop at the 
ubovo named stations." and also that 
"this ticket shall be good only for contin-

they bad no way of moving It, as much 
as they wanted to possess it, and they set 
about! disabling It.

Insurgents Make a Charge and Recover It 


Then Turn It Upon the Spaniards 


Key West, Flo., March 18 —A letter 


was received here yesterday afternoon 
from Colonel Barrios, who la with Gen- 
eral Riviera, in Pinar del Bio province. 
It gives an exciting account of the nar- 
row esuapd which they had from losing 
their famous dynamite gun by capture. 
This Is the only gun ot its' kind in the 
western section ot Cuba and the Span- 
lards regard It with vengeful feelings, as 
It has Inflicted great damage upon them 
at all times. 


John Lynn, the young Florida boy who 


Is In command of It, is an expert in ex- 
plosives 
Tbe gun was stationed at one 


of the plateaus near the Gobernadra hills. 
There was a camp of about 300 men half 
a mile from It, bnt where the gan was 
posted there were only fifty men, it not 
being supposed that the Spaniards could 
attack without the other force being ap- 
prised of their approach. Col Jose San- 
toe, of the Spanish army, with a force of 
800 men bad set out to attack this en- 
campment from San Cbristobal. Learn- 
ing through bis spies that the gun wag 
comparatively unprotected, he detached a 
force of £00 men to move through the 
mountains and coma In on their rear. 
Thin force moved TOT secretly and early 
in the morning burst forth on the little 
band of Cubans guarding the gnn, sur- 
prising them utterly. Before the; could 
give the alarm they were out down to a 
man.

Wherever the life or liberty of American 
citizens is at stake be will receive ample 
protection from this government

No threats have been made, but Minis- 


ter de Lome understands thoroughly and 
has informed bis government that the 
United States Is prepared to send a war 
ship to Havana whenever its presence 
seems necessary. 


For the present the neutrality laws will 


be enforced, but without any of tbe un- 
pleasant detective work which distm 
guished tbe last administration 
Presi- 


dent MoEinley's subordinates will be 
made to understand that the Cuban sym- 
pathizers have as many rights under tbe 
law as tbe Spanish minister and his sub 
ordinate officials 
There will be no vin 


diotlve prosecution oj filibustering, but, 
on the other hand, no open violations of 
the law will be permitted. 


Tbe main policy just at present is to 


provide more money for the goveinment 
It Is felt that until that Is done the Unit- 
ed States is not in a position to undertake 
new obligations As there is not enough 
money for peace purposes tbo verj begin 
nlngs of war evidently would exhaust the 
treasury in a day 
Tbe president is anx- 


ious to see a strong tariff policy inaugu- 
rated If possible without any disturbing 
influences 


This dons not mean that there will be 


any policy of cowardly Inaction in regard 
to Cuba 
American citizens there will be 


protected at all hazards 
In tbe event of 


any material change regarding the mili- 
tary conditions in the island a prompt 
recognition of the belligerent rights of 
tbe patriots will follow 


It has already been represented to some 


of the president's advisers that nothing 
would be so certain to expedite tho pass 
age of a satisfactory revenue measure as 
the prospect of warlike difficulty with 
some other country 
It is this very poht 


leal expediency which be desires to avoid 
Ha does not wish the country to think 
that he has created a war feeling for the 
express purpose of helping along tbe tar- 
iff bill 
On the contrary, he will go out 


of his way to continue peaceful condi 
tions so that the preparation and passage 
of thfl tariff measure may be basecd on 
prosperous peace Hues 
If itwoietobe 


considered as a war measure it wonkl have 
to bo revised aftor the danger bad passed, 
and it is the aim of the administration to 
make a tariff bill which will last for a 
number of years and allow business inter 
ests to grow up with an assurance of per 
manenoy 


The one thing looked for wbloh may 


change tbe present policy is a sudden 
emergency in Cuba. 
Tbo butchery of a 


number of prisoners, an insult to Consul 
General Lee or some of bis subordinates 
or tbe evidence of any general policy of 
extermination would warrant immediate 
interference 


As nearly as it can be expressed, the 


Cuban polioy'of tbe administration may 
be summed up in tbe declaration that the 
president has unbounded sympatbyy for 
tbe Cuban patriots, that be fully recog 
nlzes tbe popular sontiment in this coun 
try, and that in case of an emergency he 
will Intervene wisely, swiftly, and with 
out besitatioq 
i 


The Spanish government knows this 


and has already sent orders to Cuba that 
American Interests are to be guarded at 
all hazards, and that every nerve is to be 
strained to avoid a conflict, for it is known 
positively that the new administration is 
only tvaiting for the right time and a suf 
flclent exocusa to put an end to tbe war 
in Cuba 


It is felt by tbe Spanish that if the reb- 


els can obtain and bold even for a short 
time an important seaport they will de- 
mand and receive from the McKinley ad- 
ministration recognition as belligerents.

NEW JUDICIAL CIRCUIT. 


Btacon County to be in a liistrlct With 


Five Other Counties. 


The senate and house judicial reappor- 


tlonment committees are busily engager 
In arranging for tbe proposed increase of 
tbe judicial districts in tbe state outside 
of Cook coanty. There are now thirteen. 
It is planned to make tbe number seven 
teen. Hon. W. G. Cochran is ebairman 
of the house committed on the reappor 
tlonment 
In tbe new deal Macon coun 


ty IB In tbe Sixth district with the coun' 
ties of DeWitt, Platt, Champaign, Doug- 
lass and Moultrie—tix counties, Instead 
of nine, cutting off Coles, Clark, .bdgar 
and Vermilion. It is understood that 
botb the bouse and senate committees are 
agreed upon this arrangement as to tbe 
Sixth district and that it will go through. 
If It does it will be necessary to name 
another Republican candidate for circuit 
judge. Judges Vail and Wrlgbt are al- 
ready nominated. Tbe third candidate 
will oome from DeWitt, Moultrie, Fiatt or 
Moultrie county. 


Commenting on the situation tbe Chn 


ton Public says tbe Johnson bill makes 
15 judicial circuits and tbe Fuller bill 
provides for 17 instead of 18, as at pres- 
ent. The Republicans favor 17 districts 
and tbe Democrats contend for 15 cir- 
cuits. Chairman Cochran says that 1 
distilcts will give the state 13 additional 
judges, just enough judges to constitute 
tbe bench of tbe appellate court. 


It Is stated tbat tbe dockets in several 


counties In tbe state are overcrowded and 
tbat additional judges are a necessity. 
Tbe joint committee of tbe senate and 
bouse is DOW hard at work reapportion 
ing the state. 


The committee bavins the matter in 


charge must do something sooi. Under 
a rule recently adopted tbe introduction 
of bills closes on March 19th 
It is hoped 


to get a judicial apportionment bill on 
tbe calender so that it may pass In timu 
for the June elections 
The Democrats 


will not vote for tho emergency clause, 
and tbo law will not take effect until July 
1, 1897. Republicans contend that tbe 
election ran take place In June and the 
new judes will not act until July. Dem- 
ocrats contend tbat such an election will 
not bo legal and will contest the election 
In the supreme court,

tentive memory, being a close observer,

national happenings through tbe 


close perusal of magazines and nowspa^ 
pers, Mr Jones was a man always well- 
informed 
He entered a store as .1 clerk 


at the ago of 13 years, and carved out bis 
own way in tbe world 
After seven years 


as a salesman he engaged in the stock 
business finding a proStable market- in 
the east. Mr Jones first visited Illinois 
in 1337, and made yearly visits thereafter 
until 1854 when bo decided to locate in 
Macon county. He bought land of tbe 
govenment and in person broke It and 
prepared it for the rich harvests which 
yielded him profitable returns 
He ex- 


pended considerable money in tbe im- 
provement of bis land. 


In July 1853, Mr Jones was united in 


marriage with Miss Margery F Elkin of 
Springfeld, daughter of Col. W. F El- 
l;iu, who commanded a regiment in the 
Black Hawk war. 


In politics Mr Jones was an nrdont'Be 


publican 
He oast bH first presidential 


vote for General W H. Harrison. In 
early life he was a Whig and since the 
organization of tbe Republican party has 
been one of its stancbest supporters. Ho 
may truly bo termed a self made man for 
since boyhood he had fought bis own way 
n life, and be lived to enjoy the fruits of 
his well directed efforts. 
He had worked 


his own way upward and step by step be 
overcame all difficulties, and gathered 
about him family and friends who loved 
and admired bim for bis sterling worth 
Mr Jones in all tbe affairs of life was a 
man of the strictest integrity. In all of bis 
dealings with men he was the soul of 
honor and kept all of his personal pledges 
of whatever nature promptly and faith- 
ully. He bad hosts of personal friends 
n Macon and adjoining counting. They 
oved to meet and talk with tbe deceased. 
They enjoyed his genial presence and he 
oved to be with them. And now bo has 
;one away. Those who knew bim will 
see bim in life no more, but they will 
treasure his memory and mourn his death 
as that of a true friend and an honest 
man

INQUEST AT WARRENSBURG. 


Held by Coroner Bendare Over the Body 


of Conductor A. W. Howard Who 


was Killed lenterday. 


A, W. Howard, freight conductor on 


tbe P., D. & E. was accidentally killed 
by being struck by his train yesterday 
afternoon 
at Warrensburg. It la not 


mown exnctly how the accident happened 
as none of the train men saw Howard 
meet bis death. Coroner Bendure was at 
once notified of tbe accident and a switch 
engine took him to Warrensburg where 
the Inquest was held. 


George S. Henderson, tbe engineer on 


train No. 10, was the first witness ex- 
amined and testified that he did not see 
the accident. William M Frnitt, fireman 
on tbe engine, testified that tbe train 
crew were stalking cars off of a side track. 
Be saw Howard standing between tbe 
switch and main track and as soon as the 
oars were started Howard stepped on the 
main track as though to get across ID 
front of tbe cars. He next law Howard 
when be was under the engine and assist- 
ed in taking his body out bom under tbe 
engine. 


Charles Louder, a urakpman on tbe 


train, testified tbat he saw Howard stand- 
ing between tbe switch and main track. 
Tbe witness said be walked about three 
car lengths and looking back saw How- 
ard under the end of tbe coal car behind 
tbe engine. 
Young Cole, another brake- 


man, corroborated tbe avldence given by 
the other trainmen. 


Tbe verdict was tbat Howard met bin 


death by being struck by train No. 10 of 
tbe P., D. & E railroad. Tbe verdict 
farther stated that tbe jury believed that 
the death was accidental and exonerated 
tbe railroad company from all blame. 
Tbe jury wag composed of Aaron Keller, 
foreman, S. F. Sherman, Charles Back- 
ley. Charles E. Albert, F. A. Slontker 
and C. R Ritchie.

Robert B. Mitchell, the man who was 


arrested in Chicago on an indictment re- 
turned by the lost grand jury and Drought 
to this city, died about 4 o'clock this 
morning in tbe county jail where he was 
held to await his trial. 
The charge 


against Mitchell was not a strong one. 
Tbe man was over 70 years old. The 
fact tbat be had been arrested and con 
fined in jail preyed upon bis mind and 
and be simply worried himself to death. 
Ho caught cold and for several days had: 
been m a serious condition. Sheriff Nich- 
olson hat done everything in his power to 
make the old man comfortable. He was 
put in one of the women's cells and Eu- 
gene Cnssins, onu of tbe pnoners, was 
detailed to act as bis nurse 
Mitchell's 


food was brought from the sheriff's fam- 
ily table and everything be wanted to eat 
was given him. 


The story of Mitchell's troubles is a sad 


one and is simply that of a man in hard 
luck 
Mitchell's home was at Arlington 


Heights, a suburb of Chicago. In tbe 
spring of 1895 he became acquainted with 
Mrs. Mary Willie, a woman who formerly 
lived in Deeatur. 
Their friendship grew 


until they finally were engaged to bo 
married. In June of the same year Mra 
Willie oaine to Decatur to visit and Mitch- 
ell also came to the city to see her. ID 
1894 when real estate was booming tbe 
old mail bad invested all bis money in 
lots at Arlington Heights and believed 
that the property would increase in value 
and make him a rich man. Tbe prop- 
erty was later mortgaged and Mitchell be- 
came somewhat involved. While Mrs. 
Willie was visiting In Decatur she loaned 
Mitchell $160, and in the following Aug- 
ust sb» loaned bim 1429 50 
They bad 


decided to bo married tbe following Sep- 
tember 
Mrs Willie owned some prop- 


erty on North Water street in Decatur and 
this she deeded to Mitchell. He wag to 
sell it, use tbe money to clear his Arling- 
ton Heights lots and deed the latter to 
Mrs. Willie 


Mitchell was able to dispose of the De 


catur property to an advantage so it was 
decided that tbe wedding be postponed 
udeflnitely until better financial arrange- 
ments could bo made. Mrs Willie held 
notes for the loans she bad mado to Mitch- 
oil. He bad paid the $150 and the Inter 
est and some of tbe principal on tbe other 
note. J. M. Gray, whom Mitchell em- 
ployed a few days ago to act as his attor- 
ney, says tbat he had among the papers in 
his possession a letter from Mrs. Willie In 
which she requests that he return tbe 
money she bad loaned bim as be had bor- 
rowed it for the purpose of paying the ex- 
penses of getting married and the wed- 
ding bad been postponed. In the indict- 
ment, however, it is stated that tbe money 
was loaned to clear the property and these 
conflicting statements Mr. Qray says, 
would have been sufficient to clear tbe 
man. 


Mitchell was arrested in Chicago about 


three weeks ago and brought to Decatnr 
for trial. For a week or more past he 
ias been in a bad condition. Last night 
he was delirious and restless and the at- 
;endant was awake with him most of the 
night. About 4 o'clock Mitchell asked 
for a drink of water and to be allowed to 
sit up in bed 
The request wag granted 


and the old man seemed greatly relieved, 


usslns thought tbat be was much bet 


ter and fell asleep himself. About & 
o'clock Cussins awoke and found that 
Mltcnell had died. 
Coroner Bendure 


was notified and bad tbe remains taken 
to tbe Wykoff & Reeve undertaking rooms 
where tbe inquest will be held at 7 o'clock 
this evening. 


Attoney Gray sent telegrams this morn- 


ing to Mitchell's brother-in-law, Her. 3. 
L. Fenda, a Methodist preacher at Ar- 
ington Heights and also to H. A. Page, 
asking what disposition should be made 
of tbe body. Mitchell seemed to be a man 
of good standing as be bad quite a nam- 
jer of church letters from ArlingtoB. H« 
bad simply borrowed money which he 
was unable to pay back and was a Tletisa 
of bard luck.

orotofore related Mr. Sherman bad sent 
'or Sonor do Loino to present to him the 
desire of President MoKlnley that Mr. 
Scovcl, having been In confinement for 
more than thirty days without being 
jrought to trial, and being held on 
charges of a most flimsy description, 
should bo set free, 
Mr. de Lome told Mr. 


Sherman bluntly that he would not ad 
vocnto the release of tho World's corre- 
spondent. 


When Air, Sherman replied that it waa 


necessary that ho should comply with tbo 
official demand of the United States, the 
Spanish in in is tor said bitterly. 


"I suppose, since the United States has 


udopted coercive measures there is noth- 
iug for Spain to do in her present situa- 
tion but to be coerced." 


Ho impllod that as a powerful and pros- 


porous people the Unicud States wns tak- 
ing an unfair advnnatgo of a nation much 
weakened r.nd now unfortunate. 


It wns with very bnd grace that tho 


Spanish minister yielded to tbo demand 
of tho new Seoietary ot State nnd cabled 
the necessary orders that finally rosultoc 
In tho liberation of Mr. Soovel. 


At both tho Spanish and Cuban loga 


tlons hero there is intense anxiety to 
know who will be the nest minister to 
Madrid.

Washington, D. 0., March 16.—The 


irosident sent the following message to 
ongress late yesterday: 


To the Congress of the United States— 


Regretting the necessity whloh has re- 
[ulred iue to call you together, I feel that 
•our assembling in extraordinary session 
s Indispensable, because of the condition 
a which we find the revenues of the gov- 
rnment. It is conceded that its current 
ixpenditures are greater than its receipts, 
ind that snob a condition hds existed for 
now more than three years. 


With unlimited means at our command, 


wo are presenting the remarkable spec 
uole of increasing our public debt by bor- 
owing money to meet the ordinary out- 
ays incident upon even uneconomical and 
rudent administration of the govern 
uent. An exam!nation of the subject 
discloses this fact in every detail, and 
eada inevitably to tbo conclusion that 
he condition of the revenue which [allows 
t is iinjutlflublo and should be corrected. 


We find by the reports of the secretary 


f the treasury that the revenues for the 


fiscal year ending JUDO SO, 1803, from all 
ources, were $425,868,260.93, and the ex 
penditnres for all purposes were $416,953,- 
306.56, leaving an excess of receipts over 
expenditures of $9,914,458.66. 
During 


hat fiscal year $40,570,467.98 were paid 
upon the public debt, which havo been 
reduced since March 1,1889,1350,076,890, 


ml the annual interest charge decreased 


811,684,676. i>0. 


Continued Deficit, 


The receipts of the government from all 


sources during the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1893, amount^! to $461,716,561 94, 
nd its expenditure to $459,374,887 b5, 


showing an excess of receipts over exptnd- 
turos of $3,341,674 29. 


Since that time the receipts of no fiscal 


rear, and wltb but few exceptions of no 
month of any fiscal year, have exceeded 
the expenditures. The receipts of the 
government from all sources during thf 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1894, were 
!373,893,49S 20, and 
its 
expenditures 


$442,805,758 87, leaving a deficit, the first 
since the resumption of specie payments, 
of 
$69,713,360 68. 
Notwithstanding 


there was a decrease of Slfi.TM.lSS.TS in 
the ordinary expenses of the government 
is compared with the previous fiscal year, 
ts income was still not sufficient to pro- 
vide for its daily necessities, and tho gold 
reserve in tho treasury for the redumption 
of greenbacks was drawn upon to moot 
them. But this did not suffice, and the 
government then resoited to loans to re- 
plenish theicserve 


In February, 1894, $60,000,000 ir bonds 


wore issued, and in November following 
a second Issue of $50,000,000 was doomed 
necessary.

In other 
words, the total receipts for the three fis- 
cal years ending June 30, 1896, were in- 
sufficient by $137,811,730.46 to meet the 
total expenditures.

It z»ay be urged that, even II the revo 


ones of the government bad been suffi- 
cient to meet all its ordinary expenses 
daring the past three years, the gold re- 
SOTVO would still hove been insufficient to 
meet the demands upon it, and that 
bonds would necessarily have been issued 
for its repletion. Be this«» It may. It i* 
clearly manifest, without denying or 
affirming the oometneu of such a eon 
elusion, that the debt would have been 
deetHwd in at leait tbe amount of tba 


odnfldeDO* im« 


measurably strengthened throughout (be 
country. 


Congress should promptly correct the 


existing condition. Ample revenues mast 
be supplied not only for the ordinary ex- 
penses of the government, but for the 
prompt payment of liberal pensions and 
the liquidation of the principal and inter- 
est of the public debt. In raising reve- 
nue, duties should be so levied upon for- 
eign products as to preserve tbo home 
market so far as possible to our own pro- 
ducers; to revive and mcreasB manufac- 
tories, to revive and encourage agricul- 
ture, to increase our domestic and for- 
eign commerce; to aid and develop min- 
ing and building, and to render to labor 
in every field of useful occupation the lib- 
eral wages and adequate rewards to which 
skill and industry are justly entitled. 


The necessity of the passage of a tariff 


law which shall provide ample revenue 
need not be fxirtbor urged. The impeia- 
tive demand of the hour is the prompt 
enactment of suoh a measure and to this 
object I earnestly recommend that con- 
gress shall make every endeavor. 


Before other business is transacted; let 


us first provide sufficient revenue to faith 
fully administer the government without 
the contracting of further debt, or the 
continued disturbance of our finances.

CUBAN VICTORIES.

The Spaniards Get the Worst of It In S< 


eral Affairs. 


Havana, March 17. —One of the most 


diastrous events that has occurred in 
Pinar del Bio province, against the Span- 
ish columns, has 
just been reported 


thiough Cuban circles. From the state 
meiit received it appears that a train of 
Spanish troops, passing south of Candola- 
ria, was blown up by dynamite while 
passing over u deep gorge in the high- 
lands, and nearly 350 soldiers were killed 
or wounded, many of them being blown 
into fragments. 
Tbo locomothe and six 


oars were nearly destroyed. It occurred 
about March 10. The Spanish general, 
Aria], had learned of a projected insur 
gont uttaok, supposedly on San Christo 
bel, and ho sent off 500 troops, with arm- 
ored cars, to re enforce the garrison there 
About ten miles from San Christobel 
tho tracks cross a deep gorge on a very 
high bridge, which is about 500 feet long 
The insurgents had loaruecl of the depart- 
ure of the train and its load of troops 
brough their spies and they immediately 
ined the bridge at both ends and the 
enter with a heavy charge of dynamite, 
onuooting the wires in the woods some 
istanoe off. Three hundred insurgents 
were then hidden near by. It is under- 
tood that the Nunez brothers were in 
lommand and that Capt. John Lynn, tbo 
young American electrical engineer, who 
hue made himself famous in Cuba for 
lis work on the dynamite gun, contrived 
ho ambuscade. 


The train approached the bridge about 
o'clock in the morning. 
When fully 


n it all three charges wore exploded by 
he wires. 
The effect was tremendous. 


.nhe engine and six oars were thrown bod 
ly into tbo air like so many chips, and 
were almost blown to pieces. The wreck 
id cars fell into the deep gorge below; 
rushing out life from all whom tho ox 
plosion had not killed. Tho cars then 
ook flro. Three oars that escaped serious 
lamage foil over sideways, and tho fright 
ined soldiers poured out in wild conlu 
lion 
The insurgents clashed from their 


mibnscade upon thorn with wild cries 
A massacre ensued. But lor the timely 
loisting of a white flag by Col. Mones. 
who was in command ot the Spanish 
oroes, every man wo-;ld have boon ma 
betted. As it was tho Cubans seourec 
30 prisoners, including ten officers. 
Tho scene of the explosion was a mos 


horrible one. The ties liulagjtbo rail 
road track nnd gorge were literally cov 
ired with fragments of humun bodies 
bthiug and splintered wood from the 
ars 
Tho fire consumed all that was lefi 


n the gorge. It is said that from 250 to 
JOO Spaniards were killed in this conflict, 
The prisoners after being divested of tbeir 
uniforms, were released and sent to Sail 
Jhristobel. The officers are retained ai 
lostages by the Cubans for twenty-five 
nsurgant who are threatened with In 
itant death. 
The Spaniards here admit 


if the dynamiting of the train, but claim 
hat the details were exaggerated, but re 
lable information in Cuban circles her, 
say that half of the story is not told.
